THE GERMANIL SCHUTZENFEST AT
WASHINGTON.

First Day's Proceedings.

The sécond unnual Schutzenfvst of the Ger-
maaia Sehutzen Vereln commenced at Abner’s.
Seventh street park, in Washington, on Mon-
day, and closed yesterday.

Although not Ao large an organization as the
Washington Schutzen- Verein, and possessing
no such splendid park, the Germanla have de-
monstrated thai their nupual ivstivals are
fully as sgreeable as those of their older sister.
For weeks past the various committees have
been making their arrangements for the festi-
val, and the resuit Is the great success of Mon-
day and the following days.

In accordance with the arraogements, the
members of the Germania assembled at their
headquarters esrly Monday morning, and the
first train from Baltimore, on which were a
number of visiting brethren, was greeted with
a salute of six guns. On board of the train
was a delegation of the Baltimore Burgher
Corps, twenty of the Charleston Rifle Corps,
and & delegation from the New York Rife
Club, who, togethec with a number of ladies,
bad accepted the Invitation to participate with
the Washingtonians in their festival. When
the visitors had disembarked. the president ot
the Germania, Anton Keuchel, delivered a
short adiress of welcome. assuring the parly
of a cordial reception. A procession was
formed, (the ladies in carriages,) which
marched to Seogerbuad hall. corner of Eighth
and E sireets, where a collation was served
and heartily epjoyed by all. -

An hour or two was pagsed in social con-
verse, and 10 o'clock the grand procession was
formed in the following order: Detachment

V. G.; American, German
and Schutzen colors; officers of visiting or-
ganizations ; Baltimore Burgher Schutzen,
with officers mounted, and colors; delegation
of Georgetown Schutzen; delegation of New
York Rifie Club and the Charleston visitors
in carriages; car, gally decorated, and drawn
by four white horses—on the car were Misses
Liemboch and Freis. representing the god-
desses of Columbla and Gerinania, surrounded
by young ladles and the cadets of the Schut-
zen Germania, bearing flags, &c., all undera |
canopy surmounted by the Germaun colors;
carriages conlaining the lady visitors; the
cannon drawn by four horses, bringing up the
rear. .
Along the roate of the preression many of
the dwellings were decorated with German
flags and wreaths ot flowers aud evergreen,
while at various places were displayed the
motto, **Wilkommen Schutzen."”
When the procession had arrived at the Park

M4S8 MEETING OF GERMANS.

The meeting iast night at the Academy of
Music was ono of the largest gatherings of
 Glermaans we have ever seen In Charlestom
Every shade and variety of the German ele-
ment wny rapresented. Swedes, Danes, Swiss,
Poles, and cven Alsatians, Joined in paying
tribnte to the great cause. The large hall and
gallerjes were flled with & vast throng of the
pnthusiastic sona of Vaterland. There were
Lalso presenl many native Americans. doubt-
less glad of this opportunity to pay homage to
German valor and German worth.

The hall and the building were profusely
decorated with o protusion of German fags—
both the battle flag and the “Schwarz-roth-
goldene.” (black, red and gold—the German
national colors.

Mptz's brazs band was present, kindly con-
tributing thelr guota in playing the enlivening
airs of the patriotic and war songs of Ger-
many. -

Over ‘ke dais, on the west side of the hall,
in bold Cerwman text, stood the following dis-
tich :

«1,{eh Vaterland, kaonst rnhig sein,

Fest stelit und tren, die Wacht am Rhbein."
[The refrain ol the new war song—“The
Watch on the Rhine.”]

On the speaker's stand were seated the
presiclents of the several German soclelies ot
this eity : Messrs. Jacob Small. of the Freund-
schaftsbund: D. Werner, of the Bruderliche
Bund; Alexander Melejers, of the Schutzen-
Geselischaft; J. H. Albers, of the German Fire
Company; H. Harme, of the German Artillery
Charizable Assoclation; C. O. Witte, Esq., Con-
sul of the North German Confederation; Rev.
L. Muller, Professor A. Sachlleben, and others.

A few minutes after 8 o'clock the meeting
was called to order by J. Small, Esq., who
nominated C. 0. Witte, Esq., for chalrman.

Mr. Witte, on taking the clair, modestly
atated that the selection of himsellas chairman
was doubtless due to his officlal position,
rather than to any personal merit of his own.
He stated the object of the meeting—to do
something toward alleviating the distress of
the wounded and other sufferers {rom the war.
He stated that not less than 150,000 Germans
had probably been wounded iu the battles of
the past two months; that however perfect the
arraggements for taking care of these wounded
that may have been made by the government,
the pumber is so unprecedentedly large, that
the means at hand must needs fall far short of
the exigencles of Lhe case. To remedy thls
evil, patriotic ald socletles have been
formed all over Germany, with a parent
soclety at Berlln. Simllar socleties have
also been formed In the United States,
vand [t 13 the purpose of this meeting
to form such an association in Charleston that
shall sliow our countrymen beyond the Atlan-
tic that we also have German hearts in our
bosoms that beat in unison with the great
throb that now shakes the Vaterland, from the
Yistula to the Rhine. We feel for the wound-
ed, distressed and suffering at home, and an
opportunity wil now be ufforded us to testity
our sympathy by deeds.” [Appiause.]
Theodore Melchers, Eaq.,, moved that the
presidents of the several German societles of
Charleston be vice-presidents. B. Bollmann,
Esq., treasurer, and F. Melchers, Esq., secre-
tary of this Ald Soclety. Adopted.

A patriotic song was then ziven by a quar-
rette.

Professor Sachtleben was next introduced
by Captain Small, He sald:

The popular legend tells us that the old Em-
peror Barbarossa bhas for nearly seven hun-
dred years been sleeplng in the KyfThauser
mountain, and dreaming of the regeneration
of the dear fatherland. In this year of grace,
1570, the nation’s enthuslastic cry has awaken-
ed him: he ralses bis hoary hew! from the
marble table on which It has been reating so
lopy; with eyesstill heavy with the sleep ot
centiries, he looks around; the old crown of
the holy Roman empire lies broken, and
faintly Zlimmering at his feet, but a new Im-
perial erown—that of the coming thrice holy
{ierman empire —appears belore him in youth-
ful splendor, and the great Hohenstaufen re-
engnizes with patriotic joy In the knightly
Hohenzollern, the worthy Inheritor of” his
power.

Let us, to the best of
our ability, with open hand and with alacrity,
contribute, that the necessary means shall not
be wanting, for their labor of love, to those
who, upon the spot, are engaged In the pigus
task of nureing the sick and wounded,

Others who, more than I, possess the gift of
turning the heart to benevolence, will enjoin
upon you, in more ardent terms, this sacred
obligation; and I will close by saying that only
then shall we prove ourselves worthy of the
pame of Germans; only ther will the German
Fatherland be dearer to us than all the world
besides—when we show by our deeds that we
bave not forgotten the German virtues ot char-
ity and liberality. < s

The remarks of Professor Sachtleben were
frequently Interrupted by enthusiastic ap-
plause. "

The following preamble and resolutions, of-
fered by F. Melchers, Esq., and seconded by
Captain Alexander Melchers, were unani-
mously adopted :

The mighty"struggle in Europe, which the
Emperor of the French, with frivolous hands,
brought about to prevent the unity of Germany,
draws upon itsell the atientlon of the Inhabl-
tants of the whole civilized world. The Ger-
mans of Charleston also look with the greatest
interest on the bloody clashing of arms, and
admonigh their German brethren : Persevere
till the Frenchmen are beaten, and then go
home rejoicing, and recelve the reward -of
your valor. But how many wounnds are In-
flicted before this great work Is accomplished !
Already thousands of the best sons of Germany
are buried o the soil of France—they diea for
thelr Fatherland the noble death of a soldler.
And home in Germany, mothers and wives,
chlldren and men, gray with age, are mourn-
ing over thelr dear depart~d, and suffer be-
cause thelr supporters are gone—they died on
the fleld of honor.

How much soffering a war brings abont, we
all have experienced but lately—aspeclally in
Charleston where, for years, the enemy's shells
destroyed the, peaceful habitations of the peo-
ple. We havesuffered as almost no other city;
our property was destroyed, and we were e
nearly all ; therefore we sympathize so
much more with our German brethren, a3 we
know what it means when the dogs of war are
let loose.

For the purpose of asslsting as much as is
in our power our wounded countrymen, and
the widows and orphans of those who fell In
battle, be It resolved:.

1. That we form a patriotic aid soclety.

. 2. That a committee be appolnted of twenty-
four members, three for each ward, to collect
money from the Germans ol Charleston.

3. That this money be sent through the Ger-
man Consul, Mr. C. 0. Witte, to the Central
Ald Assoclation In Berlin, No. 12 Unter den
Lindan,

4. To call upon our countrymen in the whole
State to form branch associatlons for this pur-

o8e, and send the money so collected to the

harleston association.

In seconding the resolutions, Captain A.
Melehers made a highly effective speech, in
the course of which he reviewed the relations
of France and Germany during the last two
hundred yesars, concluding with an ardesnt ap-
peal to the charltable sympathies and generous
emotions of the meetlng. His remarks were
voclterousiy cheered.

The Rev. L. Muller was then introduced,
and delivered a very altractive speech, in the
course of which he took the ground that the
great success in the present struggle was the
arand idea of German unity, which had always
inspired the hearts of the German people,
